Walter Lamana, the son of a well- 
to-do Italian resident of this city, was 
ridnaped nearly three weeks ago. Pub- 
lic sentiment was immediately aroused, 
mass meetings were held, th- entire 
police force gave every energy it pos- 
sessed to hunting down the perpetrators 
and a Vigilance Committee was ap- 
pointed to aid in the quest. Suspects 
were arrested and released, and useless 
clews were rapidly followed, but for 
@ number of days no progress was 
made. 

Woman Betrays the Piottrs, 

One of the suspects arrested was 
Nicolina Gebbia, and after much per- 
sistent questioning, and a-play upon her 
woman's jealousy, she admitted that 
the boy was in the hut of Ignacio

Charles Parish; that she knew of the 
xidnaping three days before it hap- 
pened, and that her lover, Francesco 
tachesi, had planned the whole thing.

Boy Stellen From Play. 
The story of the crime began with 
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the mysterious disappearance of the La- 
mana boy on the evening of Saturday. 
June 8 His mother dressed ‘him about 
4 p. m. and sent him out to play. 
That was the last time she saw her 
little son alive. Friends of the family 
saw the boy .about 6 p. m., and at 
the time he was standing in the door 
of his father’s stable in St: Philip 
street. He was never seen by any mem- 
ber or friend of the family after that. 

Mr. Lamana at first believed his boy 
had gone to sleep with a friend, and 
would return Sunday morning. Notwith- 
standing, he was very anxious. <A 
search was made for the child. but the 
results were nil, and Sunday, June 2. 
the family was almost frantic with 
worry. It was.then that Mr. Lamana 
went to the newspapers. 

Sunday night he filed with these a 
copy of a small advertisement, offering 
a reward of $50 for information that 
would lead to the recovery of his child. 


Ransom Is Demanded.

The.worst fears of the unfortunate fa- 
ther, were realized when, on Monday, 
he received a formal de:nand for $6009 


ransom for his son. Here is a copy 
of the letter he received: 

“Mr. Lamana: We beg of you not to 
be displeased that your son is missing, 
because he is in good hands. As fur 
as ealing, he eats good. Conditions are 
to send some money. 

‘We demand a small pay, only $60 
Certainly -you won't miss that if you 
love your son, because ws wil] send him 
cut up in pleces if you don’t send the 
money—$6008. 

“Now the money must come by 
line of Baton Rouge.

or one white mule. You put on a straw 
hat.

A COLLEGE DEMOCRACY. 

At the suggestion of President Woodrow Wil- 
son of Princeton University, the Board of Trust- 
ees has devised a plan for the social co-ordina- 
tion of the university which is not less importan:

which to them meant human nature when it dis- 
regards and goes beyond all limits. They studied 
Napoleon Bonaparte from the same standpoint 
Prof. Muensterberg may take in studying “Harry 
Orchard.” -To them, it seemed that from the 
same common motives which now appear in 
Orchard’s case, it becomes possible for depraved 
egotism to cause wholesale homicide and to bring 
up from the depths of barbarism in human na- 
ture all that depraves it and brings upon it the 
results of depravity. 

While such a comparison may seem shocking 
even to those who hold that ‘extremes meet,’ 
still if in summing up, Prof. Muensterberg ex- 
plains that at last, this moral idiot wished to 
prove himself the “Napoleon of Scoundrelism,” 
the comparison may be generally accepted not 
only as self-explanatory, but cs an explanation 
of the logic and final results of ‘‘absolute” de- 
pravity.

jilliam Butler Yeats, is again about to tempt the fates, and 


the good nature of Ireland, by reproducing in London “The Playboy 


of the Western World.” 


A play (by his friend Synge) which, when 


produced in the Abbey Theater, Dublin, some months ago, created such an 


uproar, and brought from the audience hisses, howls and some eggs. 


It was 


claimed by a great portion of the Irish workers in Dublin that the play was a 
vile caricature upon Connaught men, inasmuch as it represented them making 


a hero of a parricide, because he was a parricide. 


Mr. Yeats and Mr. Synge 


claim it was truth, not caricature, and persisted in producing the play, de- 


spite violently hostile audiences. 


Mr. Yeats succeeded in running his 
play in the Dublin Abbey Theater, un- 
der police protection, and succeeded, 
teo, in landing in court some _ per- 
gons who, considertng their national 
prejudices hurt, had gone to his thea- 
ter to express their opinion of the 
“Playboy’’—and Mr. Yeats. 

The production of this play and Mr. 
Yeats’ subsequent action in punishing 
by law those who protested against it 
has, rightly of wrongly, diminished con- 
siderably Mr. Yeats’ rapidly diminish- 
ing prestige in Irish Ireland. The an- 
nouncement is now made that he is go- 
ing to exhibit “The Playboy” in Lon- 
don. And the friends of Mr. Yeats 
anticipate a lively time for both “The 
 Playbey” an Mr. Yeats.

Concerning “Dr. Ingram’s Views. 





In a recent letter I referred. to the 
death of Dr. John ‘Kells Ingram, the 
author of our famous ballad ‘‘Who 
fears to speak of ’98?’’ In the Positivist 
Review Mr. S. H. Swinney, writing of 
Dr. Ingram, his politics, and his re- 
ligion, says he was a professed believer 
in “‘the religion of humanity.” Despite 
the alleged freedom of Trinity College 
he regarded himself as bound by “‘the 
implicit test,’’ and ‘‘under an implied 
contract not to interfere with the re- 
ligious ideas of the young persons whose 
literary instruction was entrusted’”’ to 
him. Hence his reticence about his opin- 
ions until he ceased to teach. 

But the Comtist brotherhood included 
his confidants, and Mr. Swinny as one 
of them. It is interesting, therefore, to 
learn that he was “strenuous and un- 
failing’’ in his opposition to the South 
African Wor; that he was “indignant 
at the invasion of Tibet,’’ and that his 
first paper in the Review was “‘di- 
rected against the policy of Protection.”’ 
As to Ireland, apparently he would have 
been a Separatist if only Ireland agreed 
with Comte. 

“My general view as to the future 
composition of the world at large, which 
coincides with Comte’s, leads me to be- 
lieve that Ireland will be one day in- 
dependent, and, if she were once Pos- 
itivist (which she is not likely to be 
till France, Italy and Spain are first 
converted’’)—large order—"‘her voice 
would be one of the most interesting 
touching, and poetic in the symphony of 
nations.”’ 

Pending the positive golden age, how- 
ever, Dr. Ingram had begun to admit 
that even Catholic Ireland might be 
given a larger liberty. Commenting on 
an article by Mr. Goldwin Smith, In- 
gram writes in January, 1906: 

“Smith seems also greatly alarmed at 
the notion of a severance of Ireland. 
But the longer I live, the more assured 
am I of two propositions— (1) that sep- 
aration is the real solution; and (2) that 
we in Ireland are not yet ripe for it. 
I think Premier Campell Bannermann’s 
policy on this subject is the right, and 
the only feasible one at present, and 
that Redmond ought to accept it, and 
work with the Government.” 

He. was not, therefore, afraid to speak 
of '98. According to Mr. Swinny, his 
fame among his own people as a writ- 
er of the great ballad “was undoubted- 
ly gratifying to him, he recounted to 
me how he had heard his song sung in

And as ‘these novels are 
not understood by Americans, not wanted for a mo- 
ment, as Mr. Sears’ knows, English fiction no longer 
competes with American--for, which, Says Mr. Sears, 
thanks be given. 

It is simply a wave, Mr. Sears feels assured. The 
public of England is not responding to the fiction of 
the ddy, and the course of things will turn in time.

Yes, too late if you want cverything 
fm the seed catalogues, but not by any 
means too late if you will be satisfied 
with small results that will cover the 
dreariness and do better another sea- 
gon. Temporary flowers are always 
better in temporary places of residence. 
It may be selfish, but it is a little dis- 
couraging to plant perennials or flowers 
that do not bloom for several years and 
then move, while the next occupant of 
the garden derives all the benefit. 

Grass a Necessity. 

Begin first with your turf, for, un- 
less you have grass, your back yard 
is a total failure. Ask your landlord 
to sod and sod immediately. If he posi- 
tively declines, which he may do, since 
the house is new and he has probably 
‘put all the money into it that he can 
afford this year, then tell him that he 
must have it plowed up and grass seed 
gown. See to it that the seed contains 
much clover, for that grows quickly, 
almost, indeed, in 10 days’ time, and 
you will have some greenness covering 
tie bare clay, even if it isn’t\tfie finest 
Kentucky blue grass or English turf. 

Then take the biggest and ugliest 
points first and consider them; the ash- 
bin, for example. It is too late for 
castor beans, that boon to all owners 
ef unsightly brick structures in back 
yards, but you can plant vines, vines, 


-yines, that will give splendid concealing 


results in. a short time. The common 
morning glory is excellent and a pack- 
age of seed costs 10 cents, enough for 
lets of vines all round that board fence. 
Morning glories come up in a very 
short time—about seven or eight days, 
ahd with the assistance of some twine 
balls and a judicious use of hammer, 
tacks and nails, you can train them all 
round the fence. The lovely early 
morning flowers of this vine are a 
Joy.

ity to develop thoroughbreds of, tha 
highest character, for among the win- 
ners of this famous classic are Pontiac, 

Raceland, Salvator, Montana, Henry of 

Navarre, Ben Brush, Imp, Kinley 

Mack, Alcedo and Nealon almost fifty 

per cent of the winners of the event. 

The Brooklyn Handicap is another 
great race in which Western-bred horses 
have prominently figured.

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Theodore Breitenstein Is Expected to “Come 
Back” All Right, However, Next Season 
by the Fans Down in New Orleans. 





HE general impression is that Theodore Breitenstein, who has ranked 
as the South’s leading pitcher ever since he droppped down from the 
National League a number of years ago, has served his last days on the 

slab. 

Manager Frank has turned Breitenstein into cither-a regular left fielder or 
a utility player for the present, and this is taken by most New Orleans fans to 
mean that Breitenstein has quit pitching for all time. 

This is injustice to Breitenstein. He hasn’t given up the ghost by a good 
deal, and until Breitenstein thinks he is “all in” as a pitcher the fans 
should give him the benefit of the doubt. 

“That ‘Breit” will come back next season almost as good as ever in the box 
is believed by the majority of baseball men in the Southern League. They ex- 
pect to see him fool the fans, just like Bill Phillips did this year. When Bill 
said farewell to New Orleans last fall nobody thought he would return to the 
team, and even when he reported in the spring everybody predicted he wouldn’t 
last through the spring training season. 

Great was the surprise of the fans when Phillips jumped right into the 
box before warm weather had its first look-in and pitched magnificent ball. 
He was not only in physical condition, but he was in grand baseball form. 

The whole trouble with Phillips was that he was in pooor health last 
year. Just like Breitenstein this season, he couldn’t get in shape, . 2ugh he 
tried every device known to pitchers. Rheumatism helped to keep Bill back, 
and that’s what is holding Breitenstein back now. 

: But Phillips took good care of himself all the winter and drove away all 
of -his old complaints, with the result that he returned to his form of 1905, 
when he was the most successful pitcher in Dixie, young Dygert alone excepted.

HILLIPS is older than Breitenstein, and although he is a little bit strong- 
er in physical make-up there is little reason why he should last longer 
than the former star of the Von der Ahe Browns. 

Breitenstcin has been called the “grand old man” of the league for two or 
three years, but he should punch the man that started it. He is not nearly as 
old as some of the others in this league now posing as middle-aged ball players. 
Iie has been in the service a long time, but he has a long road to travel yet. 

Without any spring training, without good health on which to build up 
good baseball from Breitenstein has been handicapped all around this year so 
far as pitching was concerned. 

Only a short while before the spring practice started he is said to have 
sustained an injury which kept him in bed for something like three weeks. 

By the time he got up the training season was on and he was so weak he 
could hardly walk. That necessitated ‘a delay of something like two weeks be- 
fore he could go South. 

He wert South a week or so before the Southern League season opened and 
hadn’t had a ball in his hand the whole spring. The only practice he got 
then was a little at Baton Rouge, while training the L. S. U. boys 

When the season started he hadn’t piched a ball over the plate except the 
few he was able to sneak over on the college boys. 

Unsteady on his feet and sufferings from rheumatism, Breitenstein waded ’ 
right in and got some pretty hard bumps. Only once or twice has he shown 
any of his form of last year.

“With a man on first base the batter 
attempts to sacrifice the base runner 
to second by bunting. The felder 
handling the ball, instead of making 
the play at first, elects to stop the sac- 
rifice, if possible, by throwing to sec- 
ond. The ball is handled cleanly, but 
the base runner reaches second base 
ahead of the ball. The point is, what 


should be given the man who mede the 
bunt?’’ 


the play outlined above, the batter 
could not have been retired at first 
if the ball had been handled cleanly, 
ihen, of course, the scorer would be 
Justified in giving the batter a base hit. 
“In the matter of a ‘squeeze play’ I 
would say that the above suggestions 
would apply, namely, if the player is 
retired at the plate the play scored as 
u flelder’s choice and the batter charged 
with a time at bat.

New York Financial Men Be- 
lieve Politicians Are 
to Blame. 





SAN FRANCISCO, June 2}—-San Fran- 
cisco has been told by Eastern banks 
and capitalists that it must drive out 
rrafters and put an end to strikes, boy- 
cotts and anarchy, otherwise it vannot 
Lorrow money in the East to rebuild 
jix 28,000 structures shaken down by the 
earthquake and burned by the great fire 
that followed. New Yorkers are unwill- 


ing to advance more capital under the | 


Present coaditions. 


San Francisco will need $150,000,000 in| 
the next three years for the rebuilcing 


Its loss In buildings was 

received only $180,000,000 
In insurance. The banks had [150,000 000 
on deposit when the disaster came. The 
greater part of this has been loaned 
upon good security for the rebuilding of 
the city. Four millions more has been 
borrowed from Eastern banks. But san 
Francisco will require, at the most con- 
servative estimate, $150,000,000 more with- 
in the next three years. 


Loan Seekers Disappointed. 

With the last two wecks some men 
seeking capital visited New York. They 
went to banks whose previous financial 
relations with San Francisco made them 
eager to aid in the restoration of the 
city and its business. Those banks had 
already advanced money for rebuilding 
and, of course, held good securities for 
their loans, and the seekers for more 
aid supposed they had a simple bank- 
ing operation to go through, to show 
that their securities were good and to 
get their loans. 

But they were mistaken. The bank- 
ers told them plainly that unless San 
rancisco cleaned its government’ of 
confessed grafters, stopped strikes and 
boycotts and could give assurance of a 
resumption of reasonable prices for 
labor and bui'ding material, the getu- 
pendous task of rebuilding the 28,000 
structures must stop. 

People Are Aroused., 

The people of San Francisco have be- 
come aroused to the cold, hard con- 
ditions in finance which confronts them 
and are demanding independence from 
the rule of graft and tyranny. Up until 
now there has been apathy upon the 
part of the majority of that class of 
citizens, which elsewhere would be 
looked to for an uprising against cor- 
ruption. and business paralysis caused 
by the turmoil. Thfs element in the 
citizenship of San Francisco had been 
disgusted and dismayed by thieving pol- 
itics, and even when women and chil- 
dren were attacked in the streets by 
riotous hoodlums and strikers, there was 
indifference and lethargy. The better 
class knew what men of great political 
power in the city were encouraging the 
riots in the hope’ that in the general 
turmoil they might escape the prison 
that threatened them. 

What East Hed Learned. 

The Eastern bankers had learned that 
the Mayor of San Francisce was under 
indictment orn charges of graft, the 
members of the Board of Supervisors 
had confessed that they had been bribed 
over and over again, the Chief- of Po- 
lice was in sympathy with and protect- 
ed the lawle:s element among. strik- 
ers, the Sheriff refused to aid the pros- 
ecuting officers, the heads of most of 
the important -commissions conducting 
municipal affairs were known grafters 
and citizens who were officials in many 
public utility corporations were under 
indictment for bribery. 

The bankers believed that the boodlers 
and grafters, leaders in the labor party 
of San Francisco, had deliberately en- 
couraged, aijied and abetted the 10,000 
Strikers and whose depredations had 
caused a paralysis of ‘pusiness. They 
believed that the calling of the strike 
and its continuance was the result of 
the influence of grafters who hoped, by 
a reign of terror, to divert public atten- 
tion from themseives and their deeds.

This ruse might have succeeded had 
not the Eastern banks refused to ad- 
Vance more money to a city in which 
mob rule was overriding law and order. 
This aroused public sentiment as noth- 
ing else would have done. : 

This sentiment is voiced by the San 
Francisco Argonaut, which for a quar- 
ter of a century has spoken for the 
best, the conservative and substantial 
element, not alone in San Francisco, but 
of the whole State. In a recent issue 
the Argonaut editorially sald: 

Voice tn Wilderness. 

“Men and brethren of San Francisco: 
We are face to face with a situation in 
which the integrity of social order is at 
stage. * * * One who speaks wisely 
has said that our new and more im- 
mediate crisis surpasses in its peril the 
earthquake and fire. Even in the Cca- 
tastrophe of last year there was & 
promise which gave heart and moral 
strength to all who faced the future; 
in the present situation there its danger 
of despair, because the foundations of 
Our system seem in peril.’’ 

In the same issue the Argonaut inti- 
mated that the city must do what it is 
about to do—form a committee of vigt- 
lants. It said: ‘If it shall come to the 
supreme crisis, it is the duty of every 
man of us who respects the rights and 
traditions of organised society to stand 
by the cause of social order, even if we 
must, as did William T. Coleman and 
those who stood by him, walk the 
Streets with guns in our arms.”’

In San Francisco 10,000 men, engaged 
in the fron trade, the street rallway 
service, the laundries and tolephone, are 
out on strike.

UITE. by chance I came across, 
recently, on a remote and dusty 
shelf. of the Congressional Li- 
brary, a quaint and musty volume by 
Thomas A. Jones, giving in simple nar- 
rative the stery of the tragic days of 
John Wilkes Booth, immediately suc- 
ceeding the assassination of President 
Lincoln. Jones was a native of Charles 
Ceunty, Maryland, his farm lying near 
the confluence of the Potomac River and 
Pope’s Creek. The latter stream emp- 
ties inte the lordly river about sixty 
miles from Washington and was a 
favorite point for refugees fleeing into 
Virginia: : 

Here Jones had established a ‘‘fiy-by- 
night” ferry. He had only a small boat, 
but during the first years of the Civil 
War he conveyed hundreds of men and 
women and little children across to 
gafety from arrest and the dungeons of 
the “Old Capitol Prison” or ‘Carroll 
Hall.” Many then, afterward distin- 
guished in the Confederate Army, owed 
their escape from the District of Colum- 
bia and Maryland to Jones, who also 
handled contraband of various kinds. 


Held in Capitol Prison. 
Se enterprising was the stalwart 


young ferryman that he was finally ar- 
rested and sent to Washington as a 
prisoner of war. His first incarceration 
was in the temporary barracks at Four- 
teenth street and Pennsylvania avenue, 
but, being regarded as dangerous, he 


was sent to the ‘Old Capitol,” where 
for six months he shared the hopes, 


anxieties and despair of .the several 
hundred unfortunates who were gath- 


ered in on the merest suspicion and 
huddled together in quarters totally in- 
adequate and wholly unfit. It was while 
Jones was in prison that the famous 
beauty—Mrs. Greenhowe—and her 12- 
year-old daughter were incarcerated 


Mrs. Greenhowe was charged with be- 
ing a spy, but was finally released. She 


went across the lines and afterward 
was commissioned by the Confederate 
Government to undertake a diplomatic 
mission to Engian..

Jones Returned to Ferry. 


Jones returned to his farm, his ferry 
and. his smuggling and added the/ 
honor of carrying the mails for the 
South that were ‘“grapevined’’ from 
Canada and different parts of the 
North, where ‘“‘Knights of the Gold- 


perheads”’ were tremblingly giving what 
aid and comiort they dare, and he as- 
sited Booth in reaching the Virginia 
shore after the assassination. 

Turning over the pages of the story I 
came across these significant words: 

“It was rumored at the time of Booth’s 
death that his body, weighted with a 
stone slab, had been thrown into the 
Potomac. I remember,”’ he writes, ‘‘see- 
ing a picture in an illustrated paper at 
the time, representing two men in the 
act of throwing the body from the boat 
into the water.”’ 


And this brings me to a story told to 
me by Admira! Ammon of the navy, at

such manner as to popularize most ¢f-

Gov. Patterson made the following ap- 
por. ents: 

J. J. Williams, president; John T. 
Walsh, vice-president; D. S. Rice, Sid- 
ney M. Neeley and E. B. Le Master, 
commissioners. Neeley was the Gover- 
nor’s law partner, and Le Master is his 
brother-in-law. 

Mayor Appeals to Court. 


The advent of the commission plan 
took the city out of the hands of the 15 
men who governed it, James H. Malone 
being Mayor. These 15 men had been 
elected to serve until 1909. They took 
the case into the courts and were sus- 
tained in their contention that they 
could not be forced out of their posi- 
tions until their terms of office had ex- 
pired. 

J. J. Williams, who was appointed 
president of the Commission by Gov. 
Patterson, filled the o:ice of mayor 
before Malone. Williams’ enemies 
made charges during the fight that 
during his term of office the _ city 
treasury had been ed, and that 
valuable franchises a been given 
away for practically nothing. 

The Malone crowd was split during 
the fight preceding the passage of the 
bill. Worn out by a hard fight Ma- 
lone went to Alaska for a few weeks 
to recuperate. During his absence 
Vice-Mayor Walsh and H. T. Bruce, a 
member of the City Board, elected D. 
S. Rice to fill a vacancy. This gave 
Walsh. who was antagonistic to May- 
or Malone, control of the board. With 
the Malone faction hopelessly split, 
Williams, leader of the fight for the 
commission plan, put a legislative 
ticket in the field pledged to support 
the law he wanted. This ticket was 
elected. 

Former Senator Carmack in Tilt. 


The Malone faction was able to pro- 
cure the support of United States 
Senator Carmack, who had just been 
defeated for re-election by former 
Gov. “Bob” Taylor. Carmack’s = ap- 
pearance in the,fight is said to have 
alarmed Patters@n, and the word was 
passed out that Patterson said: 

“This is a fight to the political 
death between Carma *« and. myself. 
The charter bill must go through,” 

On the last day before a recess of 
the Legislature, tue bill lacked four 
votes of a Constitutional majority. <A 
viva voce vote to postpone action 
three days was declared carried by the 
speaker. 

At this poiat in the fight Senator 
Carmack, in an interview, declared 
the Governor was buying votes for the 
bill by promising appointments’ to 
friends of members of the Legislature. 
On the final vote th. bill was carried 
with a majority of 4. 

4 With the defeat of the bill in the 
Supreme Court, the control of the 
Governor's home county passes into 
the hands of Senator Carmack. With 


such a condition, Patterson's oppon- 
ents say, the present Governor cannot 


hope to be nominated again. 
Carmack’s Boom Has Started, 

Senator Carmack has never come 
out plainly as candidate for the 
Gubernatorial nomination. He has de- 
clared he does not want to be Gover- 
hor, and will not make the race un- 
less forced to do so “by conditions | 
cannot now forsea” 

It is predicted in many quarters 
that the Senator may see in the Su- 
preme Court decision such a condition 
created.

Miss Toogood left all her property, 
amounting to $35,000, to Miss Hannah 
Skinner, mother superior of the convent. 
Relatives, however, brouzht »ction to set 
aside the will, alleging it had been made 
by undue influence on the part of Miss 
Skinner and Rev. Henry Daniel Nihill, 
spiritual director and confessor of. the 
convent. 

According to the testimony, on enter- 
ing a convent, a nun was required to 
obey these rules: 

Rules of the Convent. 

To render absolute obedience 
to the mother superior. 

To submit to the sister in 
whose charge she was placed. 

To apply herself diligently to 
the study of the principles of 
religious life and the written and 
urwritten rules of the sisterhood. 

To kee2p silence in the presence 
of strangers unless invited to 
speak by the mother superior. 

To use none of her own money. 

Not to go home or visit her 
friends. 

Not. to see them at the convent 
unless with the mother superior’s 
permission. 

To receive no letters except 
through the mother superior. 

To confess to the mother su- 
perior every night, or to the 
gister in whose care she was 
committed, any breaches of rules 
committed during the day, and 
to receive penance if necessary. 

To make a sacramental con- 
fession once a week. 

“Before entering the order.”’ the at- 
torney said, “that young lady desired 
to divide her property among her sis- 
ters, but afterwards, much to the sur- 
rise of her family, she wrote asking

port shows that there are 85,912 women 
stenographers in the United States, 
which is 76 per cent of the total num- 
ber of persons engaged in that business. 
In, 1890 only 64 per cent were women. 
The report also shows that of these %,- 
912 women stenographers 16.269 are in 


New York and 10,554 in Illinois. Compar- 
atively few are in the South. : 

What is most significant about the 
business of typewriting is the fact that 
the number of women engaged in this 
work has increased enormously in the 
last few years. In 1900, there were %,- 
912 women stenographers. In 1898 there 
were only 21,214. That means that in 
10 years the women engaged in this 
line of work have increased practically 
fourfold. Of all the women at work 
in 1900, as compared to the previous 
census year of 1890 there was an increase 
of only about one-third of the total. 
The gain of 300 per cent of the stenog- 
raphers and typewriters is, of course, 
partially due to the development of the 
business of manufacturing the typewrit- 
ing machine.

This Country as a Refugee.) 

NEW YORK, June 29.—Slowly recov- 
ering jis health and strength at Imatra, 
Finland, I found an American citizen, 
@ resident of Astoria, Ore., who was ar- 
rested when on a flying visit to his 
mother in Russia. Though innocent of 
any crime, he was cruelly incarcerat- 
ed by the Russian police on manufac- 
tured evidence for 1k months, till res- 
cued through the efforts of Ambassa- 
dor Meyer. 

I saw this man, whose name is Theo- 
dore Smith, on my recent secret visit 
to Russia and this is the story he told 
me one winter night while the north 
lights flashed over the Vnoska River 
that roared at our feet: 


THEODORE SMITH’S STORY. 
It was ,15 years since I had seen my 


good mother and my early home in the 
Baltic provinces, and nowW that I was 
well-to-do I decided to satisfy my long- 
ing. 

It is just a year since I left my home 
in America for the long journey, but it 
seems like ten. I reached Russia with- 
Out adventure and was on my way by 
train from the border to the north coun- 
try when a police agent stepped into 
my compartment, roughly told me that 
I was under arrest and bundled me out. 

“I am an American citizen,’’ I pro- 
tested, ‘‘on my way to visit my mother. 
You have no right to arrest me.” 

“I don’t care if you are an American 
citizen,’’ ®torted my captor. “I can ar- 
rest who I like.” 

“All righ ."’ I said; “only let me send 
word to my brother or to the American 
Sonsul.’’ 

This he excitedly and angrily refused, ( i ¢ , 
and, stripping me of- my warm cloth- ‘ah a ee . ae re REE OPT TI 
ing, he thrust me into a cellar room in 
the little railroad station near Pernau, 
in the Baltic province where I had been 
arrested. The room was entirely with- 
out heat, it being winter, and was bit- 
terly cold. 

Fighting the Cold. 

All that night I had to walk up and 
down my narrow cell beating myself 
with*my arms to fight off the cold, 
which threatened every minute to over- 
come me. No one came near me, my 
guard remaining upstairs by the stove, 
utterly indifferent to my urgent needs. 

It was not till evening, 24 hours after 
my incarceration, that I tasted food—a 
little black bread and water. 

The second day was little better. I 
had another long fight against cold, 
hunger and weakness, and the guard 
said he had orders to beat me if I com- 
plained. 

Finally, at the end of the second day, 
they took me out and transferred me 
to the prison at Pernau, which was, 
however, but little more ocomfortable. 
Here I was a daily witness to the in- 
describable brutality of the guards. On 
the slightest pretext the prisoners were 
beaten till they streamed with blood,

Turnkey at Deer ‘Street Station 
lieved in Innocence of His 
Charges.

$50,000 is a whole lot of money. 

“Just now we are busy boosting the 
northern end of our system. We want 
to get into Chicago. Our plan is to build 
a line from Peoria, our present north- 
ern terminus, to Joliet, and from that 
point, for a time, at least, to go into 
Chicago over the rails of electric lines 
already in operation between Chicago 
and Joliet. Taking the most direct route, 
we would have to build only miles 
of track to reach Chicago, but we have 
in mind a longer, but more desirable 
right of way which will involve the 
building of about one hundred and for- 
ty miles of track. 

“We are just werking up sentiment 
in favor of the interurban idea. The 
best way to show the people is to show 
the editors.

Loving, the personal friend of Thomas

ginia estate at Oak Ridge, was d2- 
clared “‘not guilty” at 5:45 o’clock this 
afternoon of the murder of Theodore I. 
Estes. 

The verdict is a complete vindication 
of. Virginia’s ‘“‘unwritten” or ‘‘higher’ 
law. 

The partisans cof Judge Loving were 
surprised at the little time taken by the 
jury in re ching a verdict. The sum- 
ming up y Commonwealth’s Attorney 
Bouldin was concluded at 4:50 o’clock 
and five minutes later the jury vas in 
its room going over the evidence. 

It required just 49 minutes for the jury 
to arrive at its verdict after it entered 
the room. Judge Barksdale had an- 
nounced that in the event no decision 
was reached before 9 o’clock tonight he 
would order the jury locked up until 
Monday morning. a 

Judge Barksdale was stfll talking 
with friends about the Courthouse when 
the Deputy Sheriff in charge of the 

jury announced its readiness to report. 
This was interpreted to. mean that 
*not guilty’ would be the verdict.

The Judge, the Sheriff and the court 
criers were all trying to restore order 
when Judge Loving's friends pushed 
through the rail partition separating 
him from the balance of the crowd and 
surrounding him, were shaking hands 
with him and his family and yelling. 

Judge Loving immediately on hearing 
the verdict turned and shook hands with 
his counsel. 

“I thank you all, 
‘you all,’’ he said. 

As soon as some semblance of order 
was restored Judge Loving and his wife, 
who was dressed entirely in black and 
who had been weeping the greater 
part of the day, left their seats and 
shook hands with each member of the 
jury and thanked them. They also 
thanked Judge Barksdale.

day continued his personal inspection 
of Missouri Pacific tracks and roadbed 
in Kansas and Western Missouri, for 
the purpose of ascertaining the truth 
or falsity of statements contained in 
the complaints filed by the Trackme@p 
Union before the Railway Commissions 
of the two states. 

In company with J. I. Sheppard, na- 
tional secretary of the union, and two 
expert trackmen, the correspondent 
walked over the main line tracks from 
Paola, Kan., to a point east of Wag- 
staff, a distance of 11 miles, giving at- 
tention to the conditions complained of 
as constituting a menace to public 
safety. 

Within one mile from the yard limits 
in Paola, rotted ties were counted to 
the number of more than 1800. In some 
cases the rotting had occurred at the 
tie-ends; groups of three and four were 
observed so badly decayed as to render 
them incapable of holding the spikes 
by which the rails are attached. At 
one place four consecutive ties - were 
found, at the outside of an abrupt curve, 
with no spikes in place. Application of 
a track gauge showed that at this point 
the rails were spread two inches. The 
rails at both sides of the track could 
easily be moved by the pressure of the 
foot. | 

Use of the track gauge at a score of 
places within ‘iis mile length showed 
the rails to be spread at many points 
from ono inch to two inches. In some 
places the heads of the spikes remain- 
ing in the ties on the inside of the rails 
did not touch the rail itself. 

Scores of spikes were easily lifted 
from and replaced in the tied ends with 
the fingers, offering ro resistance. 

At one point, within a_ single rail 
length, 12 ties were counted so‘ badly 
decayed at the ends that the spikes 
were all loosened or fallen out: in the 
next rail length were eight ties in the 
same condition, and in the next 11. In 
th&e three consecutive rails,. lying on 

th€ outside of a curve, 31 out of #4 
ae were crumbled. Two men, stan‘1- 
ing on tie-ends at opposite sides of th. 
track, were able to rock the track by 
their own weight, swinging it like a 
See-Saw upon the support of the rock 
ballast at the center. 


Ties Rotted in Two. 


In many places, besides being rotted 
at the ends, the ties were faund rotted 
entirely in two at the center. At one 
point seven consecutive ties were found 
in this condition, the rotted portions 
having been covered by broken rock bal- 
last. At this spot the rails were spread 
one and three-fourths inches. 

Tie inspectors employed by the com- 
pany declare that they work under in- 
Structions to ‘“‘spot’’ only those ties 
Which are absolutely broken. In cases 
where three such ties are found in a 
group, instructions have been given to 
replace only the central one, allowing 
the other two to remain in position. 
This is declared to be the rule also with 
reference to the angle bars used in 
binding the rail joints. At many places 
broken bars were observed, where 
breaks had occurred at the center, the 
halves having been attached at the 
joints and made to do the service of 
whole bars. This practice gives but 
half the usual number of bolts at a 
joint. 

In the whole course of the inspection 
trip, about one thousand joints were 
examined with care. In not one of 
these cases were the angle bar bolts 
found to be all tight. At many places 
half the bolts were missing, the others 
loosened, allowing a movement: of the 
joint even under the pressure of the 
foot. 

At one point, about midway between 
the two towns, occurs a stretch of sey- 
eral rods of “skeleton track," or track 
whose ties are not covered by ballast. 
At this point a passing train depressed 
the track nearly three inches, causing 
mud and earth to shoot in a stream 
from beneath the end of every tie. 
Here also the rails were spread one 
and one-quarter inches. 


What the Records Show. 


The Post-Dispatch correspondent was 
permitted to see copies of a number 
of requisitions made for new material 
for various parts of the Missouri Pa- 
cific lines in Kansas and Missouri, asked 
by trackmen and roadmasters for the 
work of 1907. 

These records show that on March 
3449 broken angle bars were eeaace 
on the division between Pleasant Hilt 
and Joplin, Mo.; on the division bet ween 
Nevada, Mo., and Coffeyville, Kan.,

COUNCIL BILL 
CREATES NeW 


If Measure Becomes Law lt 
Will Cost Taxpayers 
$20,000 Yearly. 





An “accord” suddenly and mysteri- 
ously reached by Democratic and Re- 
publican municipal officials touching 
a handful of jobs under the President 
of the Board of Public Improvements, 
threatens to cost the taxpayers some- 
thing like $20,000 a year. 

On its face the bill providing for the 
additional employes appears not only 
a harmless, but even a_ progressive 
measure. It gives President O ceilley 
the right to appoint four assista@gts 
at salaries of $2400 a year each, and 
“such other clerks and employes as 
he deems necessary.” With tha pow- 
er of appointment goes an appropria- 
tion of $10,000 to pay them for the 
rest of the fiscal year. 

The bill was introduced in the City 
Council six weeks ago. It was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Municipal 
Affairs, and was kept in the pigeon- 
hole 40 days. At the expiration of 
that time the charter requires that 
such measures, originating in the 
Board of Public Improvements, shall 
receive some legislative attention.

Most of 
the work of the trackmen is said to 
have been confined to raising and re- 
ballasting track, with but little in the 
way of replacing old material. 


Track Forces Increased. 


Stnce the complaints were filed be- 
fore the commissions of the two states, 
however, the company has. greatly in- 
creased its force of trackmen. Many ex- 
tra foremen have been appointed, with 
instructions to secure every available 
man for work. To this end, wages have 
been increased from $1.20 and $1.2 (the 
rate paid a few weeks ago) to $1.50 and 
$1.60 per day for laborers on the extra 
gangs. Foremen say there is no lim- 
itation set upon the number to be hired. 
They are instructed to take on all they 
can get, and at once. 

The complaints thus far lodged with 
the State Railway Commissions of 
Kansas and Missouri relate only to the 
Missouri Pacific. The complaints say, 
however, that all other lines in the two 
states are in practically a like condi- 
tion, this statement being based upon 
detailed examinations made by inspec- 
tors, and upon reports received from 
section foremen. The following list has 
been taken at random from a hundrea 
or more foremen’s reports covering 
many sections in Missouri: 

One section of the M., K. & T. main 
line near Treloar, five and a half miles 
in length, shows 3000 rotted ties. 


Florence, five miles in

“If the railroads are forced to sus- 
pend free passes in this State it will 
mean a saving of thousands of dollars 
a month to each line,’ said one of the 
Wabash attorneys. “I don’t. see why 
the railroads would not welcome the en- 
forcement of the Attorney-General’s de- 
cree.” ms 

Assistant General Manager McPherson 
of the Missouri Pacific said: “Mz. Had- 
ley needn’t worry. The railroads are 
shutting down on free passeS just as 
rapidly as possible. It is a niiglity dif- 
ficult thing today for anyone except an 
employe of our road or some other road 
to get trangportation gratis. If there is 
a law prohibiting the issuance of passes 
to the public generally, I am sure the 
railroads will be glad to heed it. We 
never did like this deadhead business.’ 

Calis Atiention to Law. 

Following is-the complete text of At- 
torney-General Hadiey’s ultimatum te 
the railroad attorneys: 

“Dear sir: Upon the seventeenth of 
this month an order was made by the 
Judge of the United States Circuit Court 
at Kansas City that the railroad for 
which you are attorney should comply 
with the 2-cent passenger rate ‘aw 

assed by the last Legislature for a 
period of 90 days for the purpose of as- 
certaining by actual experience whether 
the application of such rates would re- 
duce or increase earnings from passen- 
ger traffic In this State. 

“It is generally known that ft has for 

* years been the practice of the railroads 
of the State to issue free passes to per- 
sons who were not employes of the road. 
This practice has existed, nothwith- 
Standing the fact that the provisions of 
our constitution and statutes since 1875 
declare railroads to be public high- 
Ways and common carriers, and prohibit 
discriminations in rates, both in the 
transportation of persons and property. 

“In view of the fact that these pro- 
visions of our laws have, for over thirty 
years, been more honored in the breach 
than in the observance, it has seemed to 
me only fair that I should call your at- 
tention to the fact that the issuance of 
to persons other than employes 
- ie in violation of the laws of this State 
before instituting any proceedings to 
enforce penalties therefor, or to preven 
the further continuance of this prac- 

- tiee. 

“I do not claim my right, by virtue 
of my official position; to dictate to the 
railroads how they shall conduct their 
business. It is, however, a part of the 
duties of my office to see that the raii- 
roads do not conduct their business in 
violation of the Constitution and laws 
of this State. The pass is as much a 
discrimination as the rebate, is unlaw- 
ful and unjustifiable. A railroad, as a 
common carrier. should be open to all 
alike, on fair and equal terms. 

“In view of the fact that the ratiroads 
are now complying with the 2-cent pas- 
senger rate law, with a view of ascer- 
taining its effect upon earnings from

Forline won the 100-yard dash in the 
phenomenal time of 94-5 and to show 
that the record was not the result of 
the timing, came back in the 220, run- 
ning from the 2-yard mark in 21.4, 
which is certainly magnificent running. 
On his performances Saturday Forline 
clearly demonstrated that he is the 
equal of any man in the country at any 
distance up to* 220 yards and it is a 
question if now in his present form he 
is not the premier’ sprinter of the 
United States. This may seem a trifle 
exaggerated, but when it is remem- 
bered that he took Archie Hahn’s meas- 
ure in the S-yard indoor-~his poorest 
distance—it can be seen that the times 
yesterday were mighty close to corréct 
and that the local boy is undoubtedly 
a wonderful runner. George Evans came 
back into his old form in the 100 and 
from the 5-yard mark made Forline go 
under 10 seconds to win. 

Other Good Men. 

Next to Forline’s remarkable sprint- 
ing, Burroughs’ work in the weights 
and Warner's record-breaking jump in 
the broad\jump were the other particu- 
larly stellar feats of the day. The big 
Illinois U. man won all four weight 
events with very clever efforts and his 
put of the shot 44 feet 6 inches, and his 
throw of the hammer 146 feet were 
much out of the ordinary.

Machinists and Brass Workers Rebel 


at Command to Abandon 
Their Union. 


AT WORK ONLY ONE WEEK 


Union Plumbers Will Demand Uni- 
form Rate of $6 Per Day 
After Tomorrow, 











.Union machinists and brass work- 
ers employed in the St. Louis plant 
of the N. 0. Nelson Company are 
again on strike, and it was announced 
yesterday that both sides had set- 
tled down to a finish fight. This 
time there is no question of wages 
involved, but the union men say that 
ithe trouble is the result of a demand 
on the part of the company that they 
cease to be members of a labor 4 
ganization. 


The men returned to work last 
Monday, after the company had 
agreed to an advance in wages of 10 
per cent—the rate that had been 
granted by nearly every employer of 
machinists in and about St. Louis. 

Thursday when the formal agree- 
ment which the company drew up 
Was presented to the men for rati- 
fication they found that it provided 
that they should. cease their mem- 
bership in their unions. Then they 
rebelled, and the second strike was 
the result. 


Fight Is Promised. 


When the union men returned to 
work, the nonunion men who were 
employed during the period of the 
strike were discharged. Officers of 
the unions say that it will now be 
difficult to get these non-union men 
to return to the shop and that others 
are decidedly scarce. 

Officials of the company say they 
will fill the places of the strikers as 
rapidly as possible. They are espe- 
cially bitter toward the brass work- 
ers, who ordered the helpers to quit. 
The machinists advised their helpers 
to retain their places. 

After tomorrow the established rate 
of wages for journeymen plumbers in 
St. Louis will be $6 a day, and every 
employer who refuses to pay this rate 
will have his work tied up bya strike. 
Officials of the Union were busy, yes- 
terday presenting the new schedule 
to the employers and contractors and}:

Life of Mystery Began With 
Scheme to Blackmail 
.Her Mother. 





DEATH REVEALED SEX 





Her Marvelous Career of De- 
ception Involved Russian 
Officials. 





CHICAGO, June 29.—Mrs. Anna de 
Raylan, “widow” of Nicolai de Ray- 
jan, the Russian man-woman, whose se- 
cret was not discovered until her death 
in Arizona last December, will receive 
mo portion ef her ‘‘husband’s” estate. 
This was explained to her in the Pro- 
bate Court by Judge Cutting after the 
introduction of letters showing her 
knowledge that her husband was a 
woman. 

Mrs. de Raylan has denied since de 
Raylan’s death that the Russian was a 
woman. When confronted with the 
proofs of her knowledge of the facts, 
Mrs. de Raylan was greatly confused, 
and then both admitted and again de- 
nied her knowledge. 

Mrs. de Raylan was found at her 
mother’s home, 529 West Twelfth street. 

“He wrote me every day,” she said, 
“and I answered his letters. For some 
time I received $15 a week, but not all 
the time. Nicolai was poor. I never 
thought he was a woman, and I do 
not believe so now. It is a plan of cer- 
tain people to rob me of his property 
here and his estate in Russia, which is 
valued at $35,000.’’ . 

. Admits, Then Denies. 

When told that letters had been found 
proving her kngwiedge of her husband’s 
sex, Mrs. de Raylan exclaimed ex- 
citedly: 

“Well, you have it. Of course I 
knew he was a woman. Of course I 
knew it. No, I won’t say when I found 
it out.’’ 

Then suddenly she recovered her com- 

osure, and said:: 

“Did I not tell you I think he is a 
man,.and would never say he was a 
woman for a million dollars. 

“If there is anything in my letters 
which seem to show I knew De Raylan 
Was a woman I can explain it. Very 
often people write things which can be 
taken two ways. 

“Oh, ff I had known De Raylan was 
a woman before he died I would have 
killed him sooner than have him put 
this disgrace upon me and my child.” 


Story Told in Diary. 

The story containing her reason for 
starting out on @ career of deception 
that proved her one of the most ac- 
complished actresses in the warld, and 
disclosing a Russian scandal that has 
been hidden for years, is contained in 


© her diary and correspondence, which has 


just been found by a law clerk. 
rt is a story almost without paral- 
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YT tet for amazing features, showing the 


pluck, resourcefulness and cleverness 
of the woman, who began with an elab- 
orate and daring scheme, through M. 
Constant{jni Petrovitch Pobedonosteff, 
Procurator of the Russian Holy Synod, 
to blackmail her mother and force from 
her the secret of her own parentage and 
her mother’s suddenly acquired fortune, 
and who then found it necessary to go 
Ahrough life disguised as a man, and 
‘making good the bluff” under all cir- 
cumstances, even when her sex was 
disputed. 

Letters from Anna de Raylan, Nico- 
lai’s second ‘‘wife,” and the ‘‘widow’’ 
who recc=t tried to establish as a 
fact her contention that Nicolai was 
a man, in order that she might inherit 
the small estate, show that the ‘“wid- 
ow’’ was in possession of Nicolai’s life 
secret, and when Nicolai was ill in 
Arizona, the ‘‘wife’’ in Chicago reminded 
her of it frequently. 


Quest for the Mystery. 

The diary and letters revealing this 
astounding story, and solving the mys- 
tery that has baffled Chicago investi- 
gators and emissaries of the Russian 
Government, were discovered by Michael 
Feinberg, a clerk in the law office of 
Gardner, Stern & Anderson of Chicago, 
attorneys for James Reddick, public 
administrator. Most of the documents 
and all of the diary are in the Russian 
language. Feinberg was sent to Phoenix 
to prove the sex of De Raylan, to con- 
trovert the claim of Nicolai’s ‘‘widow ’ 
to the estate. 

Hle discovered so much of the life- 
story of the remarkable woman in mak- 
ing his official investigation that he be- 
came fascinated by the quest for details, 
and tracel back the steps in her life 
one by one, each adding to the mystery, 
until, accidentally, he discovered her 
diary among her effects, left et the 
Phoenix Hotel, where sHe lived. Fein- 
berg brought the diary and the letters 
to Chicago, and as a result of two 
months of tireless investigation, has dis- 
covered that De Kaylan’s mother is 
still living in Kiev, Russia. 

An effort is now being made by Mr. 
Reddick to find the mother, who is the 
sole rightful heir to Nicohai’s $6000 es- 
tate. 


Reveals Her Family Name. 

The diary, and a letter from her 
mother received through a go-between 
year ago, show De Ray- 
lan’s real faimily name to have been 
Taletsky. Her given nam? 's not shown 
by any of the documents. The dairy 
covers a period be‘ the years 1888 
and 1892, the vear of her arrival as a 
refugee in Chicago. She did not com- 
pile it until she arrived here, and the 
date of the first cntry Is Nov. 3, .1892. 
In places the writing ap scarcely legible, 
and in others the ink has faded so that 
the entire document cannot be read or 
translated into English without the aid 
of a microscope.

her life traced in 
her journal, many pages in which In- 
dicate that she wes a drunkard, a gam- 
bler and a profane roue, depicts her as 
a schoolgirl. Her mother had placed 
her in a Government school for girls in 
Kiev, Russia, where the 
ily home was situated, and between 
the ages of 15 and if years she was to 
graduate. Somewhere around this 
period her mother, who had been well- 
to-do before, suddenly acquired 250,000 
rubles (about $125,000). 


Undertakes to Solve Mystery. 


Nicolai discovered the existence of 
this sum and became suspicious con- 
cerning it. In some way she found that 
it had been settled on her mother, as 
trustee, by some member of the -no- 
bility, to be conserved in the interest 
of Nicolai. This discovery made the 
young girl curious as to the reasons for 
the settlement and caused her to wish 
for her father, as expressed among her 
writings, to find from him what mys- 
tery surrounded her origin. Nicolai 
writes of various interviews with her 


ise of 


give information, and of-various at- 
tempts to make her parent speak on the 
subject. Finally was born in her a de- 
sire to get for herself the substance of 
the trust fund, to control it and to 
spend it as she liked. 

As the time of the graduation frem 
the girls’ school drew near the girl 
conceived a Napoleonic scheme to force 
her mother to pay her a considerable 
sum of money, or at least to divulge 
the information she sought so eagerly 


or both. She had her inspiration in two 
statutes of Russia—one making it a 
crime, punishable by imprisonment, for 
any to gain entrance by any means, 
for a boy into a girls’ school. The 
other was the law regulating compul- 
sory military service,. who made it 
a serious crime for a mother to hide 
the sex of a male child. 


Laid Pians itn Detail. 

The completeness of detail with which 
the 16-year-old girl set about to prove 
herself a boy shows her to have pos- 
sessed originality and imagination to 
the point of genius. No detail was left 
uncompleted. Before she made known 
to any one her purpose, she made final 
and convincing ai’ ingements to pro- 
vide for evidence in case her sex was 
questioned. 

She had been wetched over from early 
childhood by a French governess, Louise 
Eratone, about nine years her senior. 
With far-seeing shrewdness Nicolai de- 
cided that Louise w.-'d be the best wit- 


ness she could have, the latter having 
almest grown up with her. Affecting to 
take the governess into her confidence, 
she said, according to the diary: 

“Louise, you've seen me in the house 
here posing as a girl, when in fact all 
the time I have been a boy. The pur- 
pose of my mother in disguising me in 
this way was to inherit, or in some 
way procure, this money that has come 
to her.” 


Maid Becomes a Confederate. 

She convinced Louise of the truth of 
her statement, and they entered into a 
compact, according to the diary, to 
leave Kiev together and enter on a 
campaign, the purpose of which should 
be to force the mother to give up the 
information and the money. Nicolai 
told the governess she long had been 
secretly in love with her, and would 
marry her as soon as the money was 
obtained. They left Kiev in company 
and went to St. Petersburg, not telling 
the mother where they were going, their 
purpose, or when they would return. 
The latter does not seem, according to 
the diary, to have been greatly con- 
cerned in her daughter's movements. 

When in St. Petersburg, the diary 
states, Louise Datone wrote a letter to 
Nicolai’s mother, stating. that the 
daughter had threatened repeatedly to 
commit suicide, and once had attempted 
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}burg a short time, wrote a letter to 
the late M. Pobodonostseff telling him 
the chief facts of Nicolai’s allegod case 
and asking for an interview. 

Has Her Mother Arrested. 

The statesman and churchman. con- 
fuential adviser of the Czar. and who 
wis sometimes called tha dictator of 
Russia, took an interest in the case at 
once, and summoned Nicolai to his 
palace. inicolai went thers alone, and 
at the end of a private interview sutc- 
ceeded in convincing the Procurator 
that she was telling the truth. Jie in- 
sisted at once on starting er mina! pro- 
ceedings against the mother of Nicolai, 
and this seems to have been at that 
time, to rapid a step forward for the 
girl. She was dismayed because of 
the disclosures, which she saw ‘nust 
eventually¢ come if the case came to 
trial, but to make good her claim she 
went on with {t. 

At the instance of the Procurator she 
swore out a complaint against hor 
mother in the courts of Odessa, not 
far from Kiev. 
on record in Odessa, according to the 
diary. The Procurator went to the cits 
himself and advised the officials. Mrs. 
Taletsky was arrestd; 
were made for her trial, and she sought 
the advice of one Plavakoy, an at- 
torney at Kiev 


Svidethonirt Aids Her Flight. 
At this juncture Nicolai saw that dis- 


cretion was:-the better part of valor 
and that she ;would probably be landed 
in prison herself if slie submitted to 
the medical examination necessary to 
a formal hearing of the case, even 
though she had fooled the Procurator. 
She had met in St. Petersburg a young 
woman named Zancy Rosdoriney, with 
whom she affected to fall in love as 
she did with convincing cleverness 
nearly every women she met and whom 
she courted when Louise Ratone was 
not around. Both Nicolai and Louise 
Faw that the “jig was up” 
abandoned their plans.

CONSTANT PERIL 


President Warned of Constant 
Danger of Explosion of Smoke- 
less Powder Magazine. 








WASHINGTON, June 29.—As a result 
of the experience of foreign govern- 
ments with a smokeless powder, similar 
to that used by the American Navy, 
Robert S. Waddell of Peoria, Ill., has 
advised the President that there is grave 
danger of an explosion of one or more 


American battleships or magazines, with 
the consequent casualties. 
Mr. Waddell has supported his pre- 
diction with evidence strong enough to 
cause the President to order a thorough 
investigation to be made into the keep- 
ing qualities of the powder used by both 
the army and navy.

CONSTANT PERIL 


President Warned of Constant 
Danger of Explosion of Smoke- 
less Powder Magazine. 








WASHINGTON, June 29.—As a result 
of the experience of foreign govern- 
ments with a smokeless powder, similar 
to that used by the American Navy, 
Robert S. Waddell of Peoria, Il., has 
advised the President that there is grave 
danger of an explosion of one or more 


American battleships or magazines, with 
the consequent casualties. 

Mr. Waddell has supported his pre- 
diction with evidence strong enough to 
cause the President to order a thorough 
investigation to be made into the keep- 
ing qualities of the powder used by both 
the army and navy. This tnyestigation 
will have an important bearing upon the 
policy of the Government with respect 
to the accumulation of a huge reservs, 
to be drawn upon in time of war. “The 
joint board of the army and navy rec- 
ommended a year ago that this reserve 
consist of 30,000,000 pounds. 

According to a letter Mr. Waddell has 
written to the President, the men of 
war and magazines in the coast fortifi- 
cations and at the army posts are ‘n 


including that in use by the United 
States. It was found that serious chem- 
ical changes occurred at 12 degrees 
Fahrenheit, and samples heated in dry 
atmosphere at a temperature of 140 
degrees ignited spontaneously. Mr. 
Waddell says the magazines of some 
of the men of war are in close proxim- 
ity to the boilers and that a temperature 
of 140 degrees occasionally develops in 
the magazines. 

Mr. Waddell insists it is the duty of 
the Government to change its policy, 
and to maintain a reserve of, say, 6,000,- 
000 pounds, renewable every four years. 
and at the same time to provide largely 
increased factlities for the rapid manu- 
facture of this material. The cost of 
$0,000,000 pounds of powder, if contracts 
were placed with the Powder Trust, 
would be about $23,000,000, the interest o» 
which, at 6 per cent, would amount to 
nearly $1,400,000 annually. Mr. Waddell] 
wants the Government to spend $5,000,000 
in building Government plants. The in- 
terest on this sum at 6 per cent would 
be only $300,000 annually.

_ How the Society for the Relief and 
: Prevention of Tuberculosis is fighting 
consumption, and how the disease is be- 
ing checked in St. Louis is being told 
at the open-air illustrated lectures 
which are being held after dark in the 
‘spchool yards throughout the city. Al- 
' though the work of the society is but 
begun, the percentage of deaths from 
tuberculosis within the past year has 
been reduced 2 per cent from the per- 
centage of the year ending April 1, 1906. 
The first step to check the plague in 
6t.. Louis was the formation several 
years ago of the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Tuberculosis. A year ago 4 
second organization, the Society for the 
Relief of Consumption, was formed. In 
April last two were merged into the 
Ppresent~ body. 


The aim of the society is to supple- 
ment and enlarge the work of the 
health authorities and to educate the 
general public so that the danger may 
be recognized and controlled. 


The present society organized an ef- 
ficient corps of visiting nurses as its 
first step. These nurses went into the 
homes of sufferers, the home frequent- 
ly consisting of a single room in which 
families of six, eight and ten existed, 
and earried on a campaign of treat- 
ment and education. 


Public Is Enlightened. 

The society also published matter 
telling the afflicted ones how to care 
for themselves and for their families 
@nd informing the general public of the 
@urest‘methods of avoiding the danger 
of contamination. 

Shortly after the merelng wor | the two 
societies, the Post-Dispatch editorially 
Fecommended open-air meetings for the 
M@eneral public, suggesting that the pub- 
the school yards throughout the city be 
used for the purpose and that widely 
known physicians be called upon to ad- 
dress these gatherings. 

Edward: F. Goltra, president of the 
society, at once adopted the sugges- 
tions, and how well the project is 
pucceeding is shown by the attend- 
ance, mounting into the thousands, at 
| the open-air lectures. The School 
Board readily gave its permission to 
the society to use the school vards for 
the after-dark lectures, and 24 physi- 
cians were appointed by the St. Louis 
Medical Society to deliver the address- 
es. 


Every effort to win the interest of 
the public was used at the opening 
lecture, which was held in the yard 
of the Patrick Henry School 10 days 
ago. Salutes fired at brief intervals, 
beginning shortly after dusk, heralded 
the lecture. When these subsided, the 
Jargest phonograph in the city, .do- 
nated for the purpose by the Columbia 
Phonograph Co., was put in opera- 
“tion. Soon the street outside. the 
echool yard was thronged, and the 
yard began to fill, A huge white: can- 
vas for the stereopticon pictures had 
been prepared and stood in the yard. 

Funny Pictures First, 

As soon as darkness permitted -hu- 
morous pictures were thrown on the 
Canvas, and these served quickly to 
win the approval of the children and 
to put the assemblage in a good hu- 
bor. Then the purpose of the meeting 
Was briefly explained. 

The first lecture was <¢ plivered by 
Dr. Jesse L. Meyer, and TI *s. Louis M. 
Warfield and John Greefi Jr. also 
spoke. 

Music is to be a part of the pro- 
gram of the next lecture, to be held in 
the yard of the Carr School Monday 
evening, July’ 8. Mayor Wells has 
been requested to allow the Industria} 
Band to give a concert from 7:30 un- 
til 8 p. m. John Buse has been asked 
to have the High School Glee Club 
sing, and Bernard Aal, president of 
the High School Mandolin Club, has 
promised the aid of his musicians. It 
is expected that the Arion Quartette 
will aid, aiso the Hot Time Minstrels. 

Tt is belleved that a quarter of a 
miliion persons will hear these lec- 
tures throughout the summer. At 
each lecture printed matter upon the 
-gubject of consumption will be dis- 
tributed.

reson from the plague. 
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| HEAD OF ANTI-TUBERCULOSIS SOCIETY, AND 
DIAGRAM SHOWN IN SCHOOL YARD LECTURES 
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married persons and 599 single ones 
die of the disease in the city, which 
has a population of 254,000 married 
individuals. It will also be shown 
that 694 males and but 417 females 
succumbed and that the danger is 
greatest between the ages from 
40, the best period of life. 


Consumption kills more than twrice | 


as many as all other contagious and 
infectious diseases, it has been found. 
A year ago the percentage of deaths 
caused by consumption in St. Louis 
was 12.33. For the past year it has 
been 10.90 per cent. 


It will be pointed out that. within 
the past year not one death has been 
caused by smallpox, and the assur- 
ance will be given that consumption 
can be checked as readily as smallpox 
has been, although it is now the most 
common and the most fatal of all dis- 
eases. 

Maxims for Public. 


Many of the stereopticon slides wiil 
be simple admonitions. Here are 
some of them: 

“If you spit on the floor, sidewalk, 
or in the street car, the consumptive 
will do so, and you may get his dis- 
ease. Teach him how not to spread 
the disease.” 

“The consumptive is not dangerous 
if his habits are cleanly.” 

‘Consumption is curable if the rem- 
edy is taken early—don’t neglect 
cough. When you wait until 
know you have consumption, 
usually too late.” 

“The city has a special department 
to treat and examine poor people who 
fear they have consumption.” 

“Sunlight and fresh air will 
consumption germs.”

Care of Patients Shown. 

Speakers will tell the proper method 
of caring for the disease, the need of 
freedom from care and of air and sun- 
shine. The plainly furnished, well ven- 
tilated and easily cleaned = sleeping 
quarters required for the treatment of 
the disease will be pictured ani the 
care of the patient, how the sputum 
must be destroyed, the cleansing of the 
dishes he uses (separate from those of 
the rest of the family), and the care 
needed in handling his clothing will be 
told.

in the records of this art is now to he seen.on the 

grounds of the St. Louis Waterworks pumping station ‘at 
Chain of Rocks. This is a globe 10 feet in diameter, upon which 
are outlined, in many-colored, living foliage plants, the conti- 
nents, oceans, islands, seas and the principal lakes and rivers 
of the world. 

More than 31,500 plants have been used in covering the globe 
—11,000 plants of the white setum representing the various 
bodies of water, and nearly 21,000 plants of alternanthera, in 
green, maroon, yellow, red and rose, appearing in the continents 
and islands, each of which is* given a distinctive color, after the 
plan of the colored maps in the geographies. 

The globe, and the framework upon which it is mounted, re 
quired six weeks’ time in building, and weigh about 114% tons. 
The total cost to the Waterworks was approximately $2000. The 
plants used were grown by the city. Had these been bought, 
the cost would have been doubled. The globe's structure con- 
sists of a strong wooden framework, over which are stretched 
750 square feet of wire netting, with one-inch mesh, for holding 
in place the earth in which the plants are set. 

That every part of the globe’s surface may be kept healthily 
growing, the base has been so construgted that the whole may 
he revolved upon a pivot, sunk 11 feet in the ground, so as to 
bring each part of the whole area into the sunlight. A complete 
revolution is made every 24 hours, 

(ne of the greatest difficulties to be overcome was that of 
distributing water evenly over all parts of the globe’s surface. 
This has been accomplished by a series of perforated pipes, set 
into the interior framework, to which water is rebelled through 
hose couplings at the base. The plants in use are dwarf in their 
habit of growth, attaining an extreme height of about three 
inches. The labor of caring for them is great, as they require 
continual close trimming, to prevent the “water” and the 
“land” from overlapping one another, and to preserve the accu- 
rate outlines of the several countries, 

Roth sorts of plants used are tender tropical foliage plants, 
whose beauty is completely destroyed by the first frosts of 
autumn. The globe's surface must, therefore, be replanted eacii 
spring. No attempt will be made to transplant this year’s roots 
for greenhouse protection; next year’s supply being obtained by 
euttings made and set in the greenhouses before the autumn 
frosts come. 

This novelty was conceived and constructed in May and June 
by Mr. William E. Robinson, who has been for 12 years head 
gardener for the Waterworks grounds, 

Mr. Robinson came to St. Louis from New Orleans, where for 
a number of years he had been engaged in landscape and orna 
mental gardening. Difficult “features,” similar in character to 
the new Waterworks floral globe, have always had for him « 
strong attraction. 

His most notable achievement in New Orleans was the con- 
struction of an army tent, 16 feet in height and 16 feet square. 
The tent walls were of growing plants like those used in hi« 
globe, the tent-flap being shown as turned back against the wall, 
leaving an open entrance. Within was a fountain; and before the 
entrance was a “stand of arms” and other camp equipage, all 
skillfully wrought in grawing plants.

She has gained 
more than merely local fame in 
the pursuit of her profession and 
has been conspicuous in the pub- 
lic eye by reason of her appear- 
ance in litigation of considerable 
importance. 


HE Chicago bar-is now lavishing 
7 praise upon Mrs. Attorney Funic 
for a legal coup which would 
have won high credit for even the 
abiest male memnber of the legal fra- 
ternity. In the planning and the execu- 
tion of her clever schei:ne to outwit an 
influential and extremely rich man (the 
rrincipal on the other side of a suit in 
which she represents a woman client), 
M's Funk displeyed rare tact, shrewd- 
mss and cours;2. 

Mrs. Funk, cisguised as a_ trainel 
nurse, has proved more than a matcecn 
for Norman P. Cummings, the millioa 
aire clubman, compelling him to remain 
in Chicago for a time, against his w:.', 
urder a writ of ‘ne exeat,’’ granted by 
the Circuit Court of Cook County.
